delegations for that purpose. 


ACCEPT IN PRINCIPLE. 


Baron Kato has announced Japan's 


acceptanca of Cnina's proposals a; 
the basis of discussion in committee, 
baying ha had no objection to their 
acceptance in principle for that -ur- 
posc. 


Meanwhile committees of the Brit- 


ish delegation pushc j their work to- 
day of formulating in detail their po- 
sition on both the American arma- 
ment proposal and the Chinese Far 
Eastern program. Although prepar- 
ation of the British view point on the 
armament question, it is stated, Till 
require two pr three days for com- 
pletion, th» committee of naval of- 
ficers of the five powers is carrying 
forward its consideration 
of

lAmerican proposal and Is reported al- 
ready t0 have made some progress. 


NO EARLY REPORT. 


It is regarded as Certain, however, 


that no early rwort from this body 
ran be looked for in view of the 
task it faces in accommodating the 
strong British desire lor a cut in the 
maximum submarine tonnage pro- 
rosed, and the equally firm American 
•view that this maximum should be 
retained. 
While- this, at present, Is 
f • outstanding point of disagree- 
ment on the armament question, the 
committee also must take UP modi- 
fications to be proposed by Japan 
permitting her to maintain a "gen- 
eral tonnage slightly greater" than 
ihc pro-osed sixty per cent ratio. 


Announcement that Japan would

•which he said his country also would 
seek the right to maintain in types 
of vessels of "strictly defensive char- 
acter "a tonnage approximating that 
of fie other two powers. 


BRITISH FOR OPEN DOOR.

a cardinal principle of their attitude 
toward ihe Far Eastern situation 
they stood ready to perpetuate the 
-open door" in China give up extra 
territorial rights there as soon a:- 
China's development will 
warrant 


and in general aid the Chinese peo- 
ple to assume a place of economic 
Influence in the world. 


It was fully expecirtd Italy, whose 


Interest is more remote, would take 
much the same position. 


JAPS FRAME STATEMENT.

Then the 
Japanese correspondents "received a 
summons to appear at the Baron's 
headquarters. 


SCORES REPORTERS. 


No American reporters having been

Kato spoka in Japanese, anyhow, the 
version of what hs said is necessarily 
a second-hand one.

Admiral told the journalists with 
some fluency «r-d ernpha«is that the 
Japanese government, rather than the 
newspapers,

course to be pursued, and he out- 
lined with lucidity, characteristically 
Oriental, how he would regard any 
such action as the correspondents 
proposed.

leaving China free to carry out her 
own destiny.

ASKS DELAY. 


Indications are that the Chinese 


proposals respecting the far east will 
he agreed to "in principle" by Japan 
with one or two exceptions. A recess 
was taken today owing to "diploma- 
tic 
illness" of 
Baron 
Shidehara. 


Meanwhile the Japanese delegates 
are awaiting advices from Tokio. 


APPROVES LIMITATION. 


Admiral Fiske, retired, one of the 


leading American naval authorities, 
approves the British suggestion of 
limiting the size of submarines, or 
would even accept elimination of all 
submarines, as airplanes could take 
their place in coast defense. 


RIGHT OF INSPECTION. 


Right of inspection of British and 


Japanese shipyards and naval fac- 
tories with the same privilege grant- 
ed to these powers in the United 
States is to be added to the American 
naval holiday program.

Disarmament Would Not 


Cut Manufacturing. 


[By the Associated Press] 


New York, Nov. IS — Negotiation 


of a treaty which wcrald prevent fu- 
ture wars was urged, in conjunction 
with an agreement to limit navies, 
by Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the 
board of the United States Steel cor- 
poration in an address today 
before 


the American Iron and Steel Institute, 
of which he is president. 


He also belittled the 
suggestion 


that armament limitation would re- 
duce the manufacture of steel, saying 
the thought was unworthy of even 
a passing notice. Business was im- 
proving, he said, but there nrust be 
•'urther adjustments. 


WANTS FINAL TREATY. 


"With an agreement for the limit- 


ation of capital ships," he said, "It 
would not seem to be practical to 
stop with less than a final treaty 
which will prevent future ware. In 
addition to what is contemplated by 
the limitation of armament, 
there 


should, with other things, be an un- 
derstanding that if any International 
differences arose, no resort to mili- 
tary force should be permitted until 
after there has been a conference 
and full discussion by all 
nations 


now participating in the delibera- 
tions at Washington." 


MUST COVER ALL. 


He asserted that the international 


arrangement to be concluded, moist 
cover every kind of armament here- 
tofore or hereafter discovered. 


"Ths benefits which would be de- 


rived by reason 
of all the nations 


living under peaceful conditions, as 
compared with military conflicts, are 
beyond' calculation," 
he 
said. "If 


means for 
the firm 
establishment 


and maintenance of peace 
can 
oe 


found and generally assented to, it 
will mark an epoch of the greatest 
business prosperity, as well as the 
largest measure of happiness that 
the world has ever witnessed. We 
should be thankful that this con- 
ference has been called." 


FAILURE UNTHINKABLE.- 


Failure of the conference, he satil, 


was unthinkable. 
An adverse out- 


come would be intolerable and those 
responsible for it would he repucM- 
ated and everlastingly condemned. 


Ho briefly dismissed the sugges- 


tion that less steel would be manu- 
factured as a result of armament 
limitation. 


"In the first place,' he said, "the 


amount of decrease, if any, which is 
doubtful, would be small, and even 
though, they might be large, no san".

CONDITIONS BETTER. 


Mr. Gary said it seemed to be gen- 


erally conceded that business condi- 
tions throughout the country for the 
last 6 months had been steadily, if 
slowly, growing better. The volume 
of business In the steel industry had 
more than doubled in the last ninety 
days, he said, 
though profits had 


been little or nothing, due to high 
;osts and low prices.

and is used by tbe whole community, 
which Is mostly composed of old 
Scotch and English families. Their 
only contact with the outside world 
Is through the school. 


Manual training is taught to the 


boys and the same man who teaches 
it is in cnarg» of the -boys dormitory. 
Domestic science and domestic art are 
taught to the girls.

teacher there is a PI Phi alumna.

SUGGEST FAR. EAST. 


When the British received this in- 


formal suggestion 
they replied by 


saying that far eastern problems 
were closely connected with disarm- 
ament, and that they would like to 
hava a preliminary conference, to be 
shared in by Japan, Great Britain, 
and the 
United States for the dis- 


cussion of far eastern problems. 


MOTIVE MISUNDERSTOOD. 


At the time the motive of this suc- 


ffestion was a little misunderstood, 
to the disadvantage of the British. It 
was thought that this was an effort 
on Great Britain's part to mako 
agreements about the far cast a pre- 
liminary 
condition 
to agreements 


about 
armaments. 
It 
was 
also 


thought that 
it'would 
not 
seem 


courteous or proper to the other na- 
tions invited to tha main .conference 
to fii t hold a preliminary confer- 
ence, participated in only hy a few 
of the nations Invited to the main 
one. 


For these reasons America rejected 


Great Britain's suggestion of a pre- 
liminary conference. 
At 
tho 
time 


there was some danger of misunder- 
standing of motives of tha two na- 
tions. 
In point of fact, however, 


Great Britain's suggestion arose out 
of wholly accidental circumstances- 
and did not have the meaning as- 
cribed to it. 


DOMINION" PREMIERS MEET. 
It happened that at the time Gieat 


Britain received the invitation there 
was in London a meeting of the 
Dominion Premiers, including those 
from 
Australia and New Zealand. 


The latter gentlemen made the point 
that it would 
be inconvenient 
for 


them to attend a conference in No- 
vember, and that they would like to 
have a--preliminary 
conference 
In 


America, covering the 
question In 


which they were most interested— 
namely, the far east—at a time when 
they could attend it on their way 
back to their homes. 


That Is nearly all there was to the 


British suggestion. It ought to be 
said, however, that it has tTecn con- 
tinuously Great 
Britain's Idea that 


the 
far eastern 
agreement should 


come first. When th& formal agenda 
were issued, with aimament first on 
the hst of subjects, messages came 
out of Great Britain expressing pome 
disturbance. . 


XO SPECIFIC J1EAXING. 


In fact, however, the putting of 


armament first on the list by Amer- 
ica had no more meaning than the 
mere fact that in an alphabetical or- 
der "A" comes before "F." When 
the^conferenco opened Satin day Sec- 
retary Huglics 
showed 
some con- 


sciousness of this difference of ap- 
proach, and s.iid that \Uiilc the point 
was not very material, It scorned to 
him most desirable to take up first 
the subiect about which tho peoples 
of the world are most disturbed, 


As the situation 
stands 
today, 


America is in the positn\i of urging 
n, settlement of armament first. Out 
of the settlement on armament flows 
naturallv hv Implication the dispo- 
sitipn of the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance.

NOT WHOLLY AGREEABLE. 


It Is safe to Infer that this is not 


wholly 
agreeable 
to the British 


Their stronger wish -vvjuld be to take 
'ui> first questions of the Far East 
It is probably eafe to say thar the 
British programme would be, rough- 
ly, to come to an agreement on the 
Far Kast. A part of that agreement 
would be an understanding between 
Great Britain, the United States, and 
Japan to stand together permanently 
on all questions affecting China. A 
three nation agreement would make 
the Anglo-Japanese Alliance 
void 


automatically in a way agreeable to 
both Great Britain and Japan. There- 
after, according to the British idea, 
the question of armament should be 
settled. 


NO MATERIAL DIFFERENCE. 
It is these two differing methods 


of approach that lie at tho heart of 
the conference today. ' The 
differ1 


onccs are not m'aterial and yet Amer- 
ica will probably take the position 
that whatever else is done, or can 
bo done, by the conference, the re- 


duction of armaments 
must 
tak< 


place anyhow. America Tvill be slow 
to consent to any proyram 
which 


makes ("he arrival at an agreemen 
about 
armament wholly 
contin- 


gent on the previous arrival on an 
agreement about the Far East. The 
difference in point of view is no! 
enough to endanger the success ol 
the conference, and there is no rea- 
son to doubt that some formula foi 
the order of the varjous Questions 
•will be reached amicably. 


PROCEDURE SET. 


Jlr. Hughes' method of approach 


by boldly taking the lj.no of firs' 
giving the public a concrete pro- 
posal covering armament, practically 
makes impossible 
any 
procedun 


which would render ultimate agree- 
ment on this point contingent on 
agreement or anj thing else. 
Tht 


whole question, has its greatest im- 
portance in relation to tho United 
States Senate. 


There can be no doubt 
that 
an 


agreement on armament alone would 
be ratified by the senate with much 
less debate and controversy than an 
agreement which Includes our future 
participation in Far 
Eastern ques- 


tions. 
In fairness to Great Britain 


let it be said that she sees this, and 
from recent experience has much 
reason to fear the capacity of the 
senate to muddle things up.
